Claims 1-9, and 27-58 remain rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated by the 
disclosure of Yu et al (US 5,988,171,) for the reasons of record. With regards to applicant's 
reference to the decisions of In re Wertheim, such arguments are not persuasive because 
applicants failed to characterize or compare the specific decisions from In re Wertheim with the 
outstanding rejections of the present application.
